have had any experience along this line. It requires tact, skill, 
patience, judgment and an immeasurable amount of hard and 
continuous work. The men and women who give of their 
lime and energy to the noble work of the hospital are deserv- 
ing of all praise and every possible assistance. 


The hospital today is an indispensable institution. 
In the 


old days the sick and injured were'cared for in their homes, 
except in the larger cities, and even there (lie hospitals were 
maintained chiefly for the stranger and the homeless. But all 
is different today. 
In the vast majority of cases the hospital 


is now regarded as the place for those needing all that can be 
obtained from the best medical skill, the best nursing and the 
best facilities. The hospital (ills a most important place in the 
modern comnninity. 


And it is not a money making institution. On 'the'contrary, 


it requires constant financial aid, and the privilege of contribut- 
ing as this can he done during "hospital week" is one that 
should be appreciated by every man and woman, boy and 
girl. There is hardly any one in the smaller communities that 
.cannot give a pumpkin, a bag of polaloes, a few heads of 
cab- 


bage, a few apples or something of (he sort with little or no 
e'ffori, and when such gifts from an entire comii|iinity are put 
together they mean something to the institution that receives 
them. 


This is something that should be home in mind just now, 


for "hospital week" will soon he making its appeal, if it has 
not already done so. And it is an appeal to which none should 
turn a deaf ear.
